In  writing  for  prices  and  information,  please  state  the  diameter  and  number  of 
dials  required,  whether  they  are  to  be  of  glass,  wood  or  iron,  the  weight  of  the  bell 
or  bells  (if  striking  clock  is  desired) ,  the  interior  dimensions  of  the  tower  and  the 
approximate  distance  from  dial  center  to  movement  floor. 

With  this  information  we  will  be  in  a  position  to  know  what  the  exact  require¬ 
ments  are  in  each  individual  case,  and  will  be  enabled  to  make  an  intelligent  esti¬ 
mate  for  the  clock  boxed  and  delivered  in  New  York  City,  or  delivered  and  installed 
complete. 

Every  clock  that  leaves  our  factory  has  been  run  and  thoroughly  tested  and  is 
guaranteed  against  original  and  mechanical  defects  for  a  period  of  five  years. 

In  offering  our  products  to  the  public,  it  is  not  our  intent  or  desire  to  put  on 
the  market  clocks  that  are  lower  priced  than  those  of  other  makers.  Appreciating 
that  there  can  be  no  better  advertisement  than  a  clock  that  performs  satisfactorily, 
our  aim  will  be  always  to  produce  clocks  which  (quality,  durability  and  perfection 
of  construction  considered)  will  prove  to  be  the  cheapest  on  the  market. 
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The  numerals  we  furnish  for  wood  or  iron  dials  are  made  of  cast  metal  (not 
wood) .  The  face  and  sides  are  covered  with  the  best  of  gold  leaf  to  prevent  tarnish¬ 
ing  and  are  fastened  on  with  brass  screws. 


C Dials 


To  look  well  and  show  plainly,  dials  should  be  one  foot  in  diameter  for  every 
ten  feet  of  elevation  and  be  set  out  flush  with  or  close  to  the  line  of  the  building  or 
tower.  Frequently  the  space  available  for  dials  is  limited  by  reason  of  the  architec¬ 
ture  of  the  tower,  so  this  rule  cannot  be  strictly  observed,  but  these  proportions 
should  be  adhered  to  as  nearly  as  possible. 


Wood  cDials 

Wood  dials  should  be  made  of  well-seasoned  wood,  not  over  four  inches  wide, 
tongued  and  grooved,  from  one-half  to  seven-eighths  inch  thick,  in  two  layers,  with 
grain  crossed  to  prevent  shrinkage,  and  firmly  screwed  together,  smoothed,  painted 
and  smalted.  Paint  the  joints,  when  putting  them  together,  with  paint  the  same 
color  the  face  of  the  dial  is  to  be  when  finished.  This  prevents  joints  showing  in  case 
of  shrinkage.  The  joints  of  the  wood  on  face  side  of  dials  should  run  up  and  down 
so  that  rain  will  run  off.  Should  dial  be  placed  on  the  outside  of  building,  it  makes 
a  better  finish  to  put  a  moulding  around  the  outside  edge  of  the  front.  For  conve¬ 
niently  getting  at  hands  any  time  from  inside  the  tower,  there  should  be  a  piece 
from  twelve  to  fourteen  inches  square  cut  from  each  dial-plate,  the  lower  edge  about 
four  inches  above  and  directly  over  center  of  dial.  This  piece  can  be  beveled  at  top 
and  bottom  to  keep  the  rain  out;  the  sides  can  be  straight.  Screw  a  cleat  over  this 
piece  on  the  inside  to  keep  it  in  place.  If  the  room  be  dark,  one  of  these  openings 
can  be  glazed  to  give  light.  We  will  furnish  numerals  and  minute  marks,  or  the  dial 
complete,  if  desired. 


Iron  ^Dials 

Iron  dials  can  be  made  of  galvanized  iron  with  a  wood  backing  an  inch  or  more 
thick,  the  full  size  of  the  dial.  The  numerals,  etc.,  are  the  same  as  for  wood  dials. 
We  can  furnish  iron  dials  made  in  this  way  of  any  size. 
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Skeleton  SWetal  ‘Dials 

These  dials  may  be  varied  in  design  and  made  of  different  metals.  Our  standard 
patterns  have  Roman  numerals.  Our  observation  is,  that  it  is  better  for  seeing  the 
time,  to  leave  the  center  or  space  within  the  inner  ring  entirely  clear.  Skeleton  dials 
should  not  be  placed  more  than  three  or  four  inches  from  the  face  of  the  wall,  for 
they  require  a  backing  to  show  to  best  advantage.  The  color  of  the  dials  and  hands 
should  be  considered  in  connection  with  the  color  of  the  wall  or  background,  with  a 
view  to  obtaining  the  contrast  desired. 

Whole  Dlate  (jlass  Dials 

These  may  be  furnished  with  safety  up  to  four  feet  in  diameter.  The  numerals 
and  minute  marks  are  etched  on  the  surface  and  filled  with  black  enamel.  The 
backs  are  stippled  with  French  zinc.  Yitrolite  glass  can  be  furnished  from  stock 
up  to  forty  inches  diameter. 

Cjlass 

The  glass  is  three-eighths  of  an  inch  thick,  ground  on  both  sides.  The  center- 
piece  and  segments  are  of  the  same  thickness  and  quality  throughout,  thus  insuring 
an  evenly  diffused  light  when  they  are  illuminated.  Vitrolite  glass  is  five-sixteenths 
of  an  inch  thick  and  can  be  furnished  at  the  same  price  as  ground  glass.  Being  of  a 
milk-white  color  and  translucent  it  is  more  permanent  and  does  not  require  stippling 
with  French  zinc.  For  small  ornamental  clocks  with  dials  not  over  three  feet  di¬ 
ameter  vitrolite  glass  can  be  supplied  at  a  slightly  higher  cost  with  honed  surface 
appearing  like  white  marble,  with  holes  drilled  for  mounting  raised  bronze  numerals. 

Illumination  of  Dials 

It  is  not  satisfactory  to  illuminate  an  opaque  dial  by  throwing  the  light  on  the 
surface  from  the  outside  of  the  building.  The  dials  should  be  of  glass  and  the 
lights  placed  behind  them.  There  is  no  fixed  rule  for  the  amount  of  candle-power 
required  to  illuminate  any  given  diameter,  for  this  depends  upon  the  construction 
of  the  tower.  So  as  not  to  cast  a  shadow,  cross-beams  and  other  obstruction  should 
be  kept  back  as  far  from  the  inner  surface  of  the  dial  as  possible.  The  dialroom 
should  be  painted  white. 


c Automatic  Light  Switch 

The  switch  is  controlled  by  the  tower  clock  and  is  adjustable  to  suit  the  different 
seasons.  It  automatically  turns  on  and  off  the  lights  to  illuminate  the  dials  for 
whatever  hours  desired. 


All  clocks  supplied  with  automatic  wind  unless  otherwise  specified. 
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Quarter  Strike  Clocks 

Westminster  Chime 

A  quarter-strike  clock  consists  of  a  time  train  to  operate  the  hands,  the  hour- 
strike  train  and  the  quarter-strike  parts.  They  are  practically  independent,  except 
that  the  striking  parts  are  controlled  by  the  time  train.  To  contain  the  whole,  a 
larger  frame  is  required  than  for  a  timepiece  only,  or  for  an  hour  strike.  Three 
weights  are  required,  each  wound  by  a  separate  motor. 

For  the  Westminster  Chime  four  bells  are  required  and  a  fifth  may  be  added 
for  the  hour.  The  complete  chime  is  struck  as  follows;  four  blows  at  the  first 
quarter,  eight  at  the  second,  twelve  on  the  third,  sixteen  on  the  hour,  and  the  hour 
on  the  heaviest  bell. 

Our  clocks  can  be  made  to  strike  different  arrangements  for  the  quarters. 


For  Two  Tiells 

It  is  necessary  to  have  two  bells  of  sufficient  difference  in  weight  and  tone  so  that 
the  quarter  can  be  distinguished  from  the  hour.  One  blow  is  generally  struck  for 
the  first  quarter,  two  at  the  half,  three  at  the  third  quarter  and  then  the  hour;  or, 
two  at  the  first  quarter,  four  at  the  half,  etc.,  which  produces  a  ding-dong  effect.  A 
third  bell  may  be  added  for  the  hour  strike. 

Ship’s  ‘Bell 

Clocks  of  this  type  can  be  supplied  striking  the  regular  change  of  watch  as 
aboard  ship. 

g Automatic  Silencing  ‘Device 

This  silencing  device  is  attached  to  the  tower  clock  and  it  will  automatically 
silence  and  release  the  striking  trains  for  whatever  hour  desired. 


Hand  Silencing  T)evice 

This  hand  switch  is  only  used  where  it  is  necessary  to  stop  the  clock  striking  for 
special  occasions.

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MOVEMENT. — Tower  Clock  movements  should  always  be  placed  upon  a  firm 
floor  or  platform,  and  in  such  a  position  that  connections  can  be  made  with  the 
dials,  either  above  or  below — above  is  the  best.  The  connection  to  the  dial  gearing 
is  made  from  the  upright  shaft  on  the  movement  with  rods  and  the  universal  joints. 
The  universal  joints  enable  the  connecting  rods  to  be  run  on  an  angle,  avoiding 
bell  or  other  obstruction.  (See  illustration  of  clocks  in  position.) 


THE  CONNECTING  RODS — The  rods  should  be  of  such  length  as  allow 
end  shake  in  the  sliding  couplings,  in  case  of  contraction  or  expansion  of  the  rods  or 
building.  Gas  pipe  is  most  frequently  used  if  the  rods  are  short  or  medium  length, 
we  send  couplings  to  correspond.  When  required  in  long  lengths  they  can  be  of 
tin  tubing  soldered  on  to  brass  hubs,  fitted  to  universal  joints. 


DIALS. — See  pages  18,  19,  20,  21. 


PENDULUM. — In  case  the  pendulum  bob  is  below  the  floor  it  should  be  en¬ 
closed  in  a  close  case  sufficiently  large  to  allow  plenty  of  room  for  vibration.  It 
should  be  six  to  eight  inches  in  the  clear,  on  all  sides  (pendulum  swinging) ,  to  allow 
the  air  to  circulate  when  removed  by  action  of  the  bob. 


HAMMER. — For  a  bell  which  is  mounted  to  swing,  the  hammer  should  be  placed 
so  as  to  strike  the  bell  through  the  standard  or  support  opposite  the  wheel.  It  should 
be  set  on  such  an  angle  as  to  suit  the  shape  of  the  bell  at  the  sound  bow. 


CHAIN  GUIDE  PULLEYS. — Where  possible  the  connections  from  the  ham¬ 
mer-tail  lever  on  the  clock  movement  to  the  bell  hammer  should  be  in  a  straight  line, 
but  we  send  guide  pulleys  that  may  be  used  to  carry  the  connections  where  the  clock 
or  bell  has  to  be  set  at  one  side,  or  where  the  connections  need  to  pass  obstructions 
in  the  tower. 
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OIL. — Use  Seth  Thomas  tower  clock  oil  on  all  the  work  except  the  pulleys  and 
hammer  connections,  and  for  them  it  is  preferable,  unless  you  have  good  sperm  or 
machine  oil.  Oil  every  part  about  the  clock  where  there  is  firiction,  excepting  gear 
and  pinion  teeth,  and,  as  often  as  necessary  to  keep  the  oil  limpid.  Put  some  on 
the  pallets  of  the  escapement.  Wipe  off  the  old  oil  with  waste.

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TO  PUT  THE  CLOCK  IN  BEAT. — Make  the  beats  equal  by  the  two  screws 
back  of  pendulum  on  the  crutch  piece,  which  connects  with  the  pendulum  rod;  turn¬ 
ing  both  to  the  right  or  to  the  left,  as  required,  until  the  pallets  are  equal  in  beat  on 
each  side  of  the  escape  wheel.  Then  fasten  both  screws  firmly  against  the  crutch 
piece  to  hold  pallets  in  place. 


SETTING  TO  TIME. — All  our  clocks  larger  than  Nos.  4  and  14  are  made 
with  a  new  device  for  setting  the  hands  on  the  tower,  and  it  also  sets  the  hour  and 
minute  hands  on  small  dial  on  the  movement. 

There  is  placed  on  the  time  hour  wheel  shaft  a  worm  wheel  with  sixty  teeth,  and 
fitting  it  a  screw  carried  by  a  sleeve  on  the  same  shaft.  This  screw  can  be  turned 
by  a  small  key  sent  with  the  clock;  one  full  turn  of  screw  moves  the  hands  one 
minute,  moving  both  the  hands  on  the  tower  and  on  the  movement  by  the  same 
action.  Be  careful  to  take  the  key  off  after  being  used. 

REGULATING. — This  is  done  by  the  screw  on  top  of  the  movement.  Turn¬ 
ing  to  the  right  shortens  the  pendulum  for  faster,  and  to  the  left  lengthens  it  to  go 
slower.  Make  but  a  slight  change  at  a  time.  Chops  or  small  brass  blocks  held 
against  suspension  spring  should  be  loosened  by  means  of  the  set  screws  before  reg¬ 
ulating  and  tightened  again  afterwards.

In  the  year  1326,  Pope  John  XXII.  requested  that  the  church  bells  be  rung 
three  times  a  day  as  an  invitation  to  prayer,  and  the  custom  is  kept  at  the  present 
time.  The  Angelus  striking  is  as  follows:  At  six  o’clock  in  the  morning,  again  at 
noon,  and  at  six  o’clock  in  the  evening — thus,  three  strokes,  three  times  in  succession, 
with  a  pause  after  each  third  stroke,  and  then  nine  strokes  in  succession,  without 
pause  between.  This  may  be  given  on  a  bell  which  is  used  for  the  hours  also. 
Sometimes  a  separate  bell  is  provided  to  be  used  for  the  Angelus  only.  Our  clock 
mechanism  can  be  made  to  cover  the  requirements  for  this  purpose.

Wells 


To  allow  free  egress  for  the  sound,  the  openings  in  the  belfry  or  bell-chamber 
ought  to  be  wide  and  extend,  whenever  feasible,  to  top  and  bottom  of  the  room. 
If  entirely  open  it  is  an  advantage.  When  louvres  or  slats  are  used,  it  should  be 
seen  that  they  are  not  put  too  closely  together,  and  are  set  at  an  angle  which  will  no 
more  than  just  overlap. 

The  ceiling  of  the  room  should  be  placed  as  nearly  as  possible  over  the  top  of 
the  openings,  and  the  floor  or  bell  deck  be  covered  with  copper  or  tin,  or  constructed 
of  weather-proof  material. 

A  bell  should  be  so  suspended  that  its  mouth  (bottom  part)  will  be  above  the 
level  of  the  base  of  the  openings. 

For  reasons  which  may  be  readily  understood,  it  is  preferable  to  have  separate 
rooms  for  the  clock  movement  and  the  bell,  the  bellroom  requiring  to  bs  open  for 
the  sound,  the  clockroom  closed  (except  for  light)  to  better  protect  the  movement 
from  exposure  to  the  weather. 

How  far  a  bell  can  be  heard  is  problematical.  The  chief  things  are  to  get  a 
good  clock  and  bell;  have  a  properly  constructed  belfry,  and  the  sound  will  carry 
to  its  full  capacity.  It  is  affected,  of  course,  by  obstructions  (if  any  exist) ,  by  the 
lay  of  the  land  and  direction  of  the  wind.
